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Franco recovering 
from heart attack 


MADRID (AP) - Gen. Francisco 
F ranco, recovering at “ an ex­ 
traordinary pace” from a heart at­ 
tack. walked around the rooms of his 
palace today, informed sources said 
The 82-year-old head of state suf­ 
fered what officially was described 
as “ an acute coronary crisis ’ two 
nights ago. 
His doctors reported he had a 
satisfactory night. 
Sources at his Pardo Palace, the 
news agency Europa Press reported, 
said that after breakfast Franco 
walked in his rooms and talked with 
members of his family. 
However, speculation continued 
that Franco was nearing the end of 
his long rule, and political sources 
precicted Prince Juan Carlos de 
Borbon would replace him as chief of 
state within weeks or even days. 
Franco was visited early today by 
his chief physician. Dr. Vicente 
Po/.uelo 


Arabs gain 
semi-rule 


The government denied reports 
abroad that Western Europe’s last 
dictator had died on Tuesday, and of­ 
ficially he was still in power. But he 
was in seclusion at his Pardo Palace 
just outside Madrid, and a high 
diplomatic source said his condition 
was grave. 
Already afflicted with P a rk ­ 
inson’s disease, 
the 82-year-old 
leader who has ruled Spain with an 
iron hand for 36 years became ill last 
Thursday with influenza. 
His doctors were reported to have 
detected fluctuations in his heart 
beat at the time, and on Monday 
night he reportedly suffered an at­ 
tack of endocarditis, or inflamma­ 
tion of the heart valves. 
A two-paragraph announcement 
told Spain’s 35 million people Tues­ 
day that their leader had suffered an 
“ acute coronary crisis’’ but was 
recovering and had resumed some of 


his normal activities. 
V icente C ard in al E n riq u e y 
Tarancon. the archbishop of Madrid, 
asked the public to pray for Franco 
and for the future of the country 
There was no reaction from the 
public. But the gravity of the 
g e n e r a lis s im o ’s illn e s s w as 
evidenced by two long visits to his 
residence Tuesday by P rem ier 
Carlos Arias Navarro and by the con­ 
cern of the government in denying 
the reports of his death 
Informed sources said Franco and 
the premier discussed whether to 
transfer the powers of the chief of 
sta te to the 37-year-old prince 
Franco designated six years ago to 
succeed him when he died or retired. 
Franco made just such a transfer 
of his powers 15 months ago when an 
attack of blood clotting nearly killed 
him But he resumed his office after 
40 davs.

Consumer prices rise, 
but food costs decline

,umer prices increased five-tenths of 
I per cent in September and helped 
push the purchasing power of 
workers’ paychecks down sixth- 
lenths of 1 per cent, the government 
said today. 
Despite the over all increase in 
consum er prices, food prices at 
supermarkets declined for the first 
time since early this year, the Labor 
Departm ent reported. The food 
prices dropped two-tenths of 1 per 
cent since August, with sharp reduc­ 
tions in prices for beef, fresh fruits 
and vegetables, the department said. 
It said the decline in the buying 
power of workers earnings resulted 
both from the rise in consumer 
prices and from a decline of six- 
tenths of 1 per cent in average week­ 
ly working hours 
But it said purchasing power still 
is one per cent greater than last 
year, the result of federal income tax 
cuts in May ordered by Congress. 
The September figures mean con­ 
sumer prices are increasing at an an­ 
nual rate of 6 per cent, which is 
below the 8 per cent annual inflation 
rate forecast by the government For 
the first nine months of 1975 con­ 
sumer prices have increased 5 1 per 
cent, and for the 12-month period 
ending in September they increased 
7.8 per cent. 


The Labor Department said its 
consumer price index in September 
stood at 163.6 of the 1967 average of 
100, meaning it cost $163 60 last 
month to buy the same goods that 
cost $100 in 1967. 
The S ep tem b er p ric e re p o rt 
showed that the rate of inflation, 
while still high, is continuing to 
decline from the double-digit levels 
of a year ago. 
Consumer prices had increased 
two-tenths of I per cent in August, 
which was considered unusually low. 
The Labor Department said prices 
of goods other than foods increased 
th re e -te n th s of 1 per cen t in 
September, in part because prices of 
1975 model cars did not decline as 
much as new car prices usually do at 
the close of the model year. 
Prices of 1976 models will be 
reflected in the October price index, 
the department said 
Prices of fuel oil and coal jumped 
1.3 per cent in September, reflecting 
a steady upward inc rease of utilities 
costs. 


The cost of services increased 1 
per cent during Septem ber, the 
biggest Increase in a year. The Labor 
Department said major causes were 
an increase in New York ( ity transit 
fares, which helped pushed over-all 
transportation costs up by 3 per cent. 


and a rise of nine-tenths of 1 per cent 
in medical care. 
The departm ent said physicians' 
fees increased 1.1 per cent in 
September, the biggest rise in six 
m onths, w hile hospital service 
charges rose seven-tenths of 1 per 
cent. 
In the food area, grocery store 
prices fell two-tenths of 1 per cent, 
but the decline was offset by a seven- 
tenths of 1 per cent increase in 
restaurant costs, which pushed the* 
over all food index up by one-tenth of 
1 per cent 
The departm ent said the Sep­ 
tem ber figures were adjusted for 
seasonal variations 
On a seasonally unadjusted basis, 
fresh fruit and vegetable prices fell 
10.2 per cent, which is more than 
usual for September, the department 
reported. 
it said prices of potatoes, onions 
and apples also were down sharply. 
Beef prices, which usually are un­ 
changed in September, declined 3 2 
per cent, and prices of cereal and 
bakery products also declined, the 
department said Offsetting some of 
the declines were big increases in 
prices of milk, butter, cheese coffee 
and sugar, it said Over-all dairy 
product prices increased by 12 per 
cent on a seasonally adjusted basis, 
the department said

TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — Gaza 
City, the Arab guerrilla town oc­ 
cupied the past eight years by Israeli 
troops, returned to semi-Arab rule 
today. The change was greeted with 
a blast of explosives. 
Israeli security forces retained 
control of Gaza, but former Mayor 
Rashid A-Shawa - an Arab who once 
hid a guerrilla chief in his home for 
six weeks — was brought out of en­ 
forced retirem ent to run the daily af­ 
fairs of Gaza s 100.000 residents. 
At a cerem ony in the shabby 
town’s m unicipal hall, heavily 
guarded by Israeli troops, Israeli 
military governor Brig Gen. David 
Maimon handed over the mayor s of­ 
fice to A-Shawa He had been dismis­ 
sed exactly three years ago for def­ 
ying Israeli orders to incorporate 
30.000 P alstin ian s in a nearby 
refugee town as part of Gaza ( ity. 
A rab g u e rrilla s a p p a re n tly 
regarded A-Shawa and his nt*w Io­ 
nian 
m u n ic ip a l c o u n c il 
a s 
collaborators with the Israelis 
police reported that 15 hours before 
the ceremony, a bomb was thrown at 
the villa of wealthy businessman 
Tawfiq el Yazgi. one of the new town 
councillors. 
The explosion wounded one of El 
Yazgi’s sons, but the ceremony went 
ahead as planned 
The reappointment of an Arab 
mayor followed months of relative 
quiet in Gaza, where Israeli forces 
have curbed the guerrillas whose 
bombings and killings were once so 
frequent that the city was called 
“ te rro r town. 
Some 
Israelis 
regarded A-Shawa’s return as a sign 
of growing coexistence between the 
Arabs and Israel. 
But the mayor said in an in 
terview Tuesday. “ It is not a m atter 
of coexistence ... The aim ol my 
municipal council is to retain Gaza 
as part of the Arab world 
The Israelis, who captured Gaza in 
the 1967 Middle East War, have run 
the town reluctantly the past three 
years with a Jewish civil servunt act­ 
ing as mayor, because no Arab would 
accept the post. Gaza hasn^t had 
elections for 29 years, and like 
previous town leaders A-Shawa was 
named mayor in 1971 by a petition 
from thousands of townspeople. 
Any Gaza Arab regarded as a 
collaborator with the Israelis runs a 
dangerous risk, but A-Shawa — who 
has escaped two assassination at 
tempts in the past — said he was 
willing to take the chance. 
A-Shawa, a rich plantation owner 
and importer for a U S. automobile 
company, is a supporter of King Hus­ 
sein of Jordan He cooperates with 
the Israelis but opposes their mili­

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Taxes on gasoline 
remain deduct ible 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Motorists 
can continue to take itemized federal 
tax deductions for the state and local 
taxes they pay on gasoline, the House 
Wavs and Means Committee says. 
T he c o m m itte e re v e rs e d a 
previous decision and decided on 
Tuesday to continue allowing some 
20 million Americans to claim the 
gasoline tax deduction on their 
federal tax forms 
Congressional tax experts had said 
the com m ittee’s earlier decision to 
propose repealing the deduction 
would have increased taxes on 
American motorists by $4.08 billion 
over the next six years and would 
have forced a reduction of gasoline 
consumption amounting to about 
60,000 barrels a day. 
In itemizing tax deductions, a tax­ 
payer is allowed to deduct from his 
federal returns the state and local 
taxes he pays for gasoline, diesel oil 
and other fuels. The amount of the 
deduction varies from state to state 
depending on the amount of gasoline 
tax charged by the jurisdictions. 
laiter this week, the committee is 
set to consider multibillion dollar 
proposals for continuing the 1975 per­ 


sonal and corporate income tax cuts 
into next year. 
Heviewing its earlier tax pro­ 
posals, the committee so far this 
week has chopped $1 billion off its 
plans to selectively increase taxes by 
about $2.7 billion. 
The com mittee’s original decision 
to disallow the gasoline tax credit to 
motorists drew heavy opposition. 
The AFL-CHO argued that it would be 
the equivalent of a 1 ’ a cent increase 
in the price of gasoline for a $15,000- 
a-year family that drives 20.000 
miles a y«*ar. 
The union objected to repeal of the 
tax credit, saying the impact of such 
a move would fall “heavily on those 
Americans who m ust use their 
automobiles for transportation to 
and from work, most of whom have 
no alternative means of trans­ 
portation ’’ 
In proposing that the deduction 
continue. Hep Jam es A. Burke. D- 
Mass., argued that “ people only use 
their cars when they have to and the 
price of gasoline being what It is I 
don’t see any reason to turn around 
and slap another burden on them.

Warning on birth control pills 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Food and Drag Ad­ 
ministration has ordered birth control pill manufacturers 
to put venereal disease warnings on labels next year. 


Although there is no evidence that birth control pills 
have contributed to the rise in VD infections, the agenc\ 
said “ lay persons are uninformed on this subject and may 
be misled into believing that oral contraceptives prevent 
venereal disease. 


Effective next Jan 19. patient labeling and brochures 
will carry the following warning: “ Caution: Oral con­ 
traceptives are of no value in the prevention or treatment 
of venereal disease 


The FDA said it will consider adding additional warn­ 
ings if it is proven, as some reports have alleged, that a 
woman taking birth control p ills undergoes a 
physiological change in the genital tract making her more 
susceptible to VD. 
The new VD warnings on the pill labeling was recom­ 
mended by the U.S. Center for Disease Control and the 
FDA's Obstetrics and Gynecology Advisory Committee, 
after a limited study suggested that some women 
believed the pill would prevent VD 
The FDA also is revising birth control labeling lor doc­ 
tors to update information on possible risks to users and 
unborn children.

Women will run the state 
Department of Motor Vehi­ 
cles next week, director 
Herman Sillas announced 
today.

Sillas said two third of 
the departm ent's 8,000 
employes are women, but 
few have m anagem ent 
jobs .

Black Thais to become Iowa farmers 


CAMP PENDLETON 
(API — Easily and often, 
the Black Thai refugees 
smile, unlike their Viet­ 
namese and Cambodian 
counterparts in this dusty 
tent city. 
And they have reason to 
smile, for unlike the 3.200 
others who remain here, 
the Black Thais know what 
lies ahead. 


In the same camp where 
20 anguished Vietnamese 
th r e a te n e d 
to 
b u rn 
themselves to death unless 
returned to Indochina. 344 
Black Thais happily face 
the prospect of new lives in 
Iowa. 
An Iowa delegation met 
Monday with leaders of the 
43 Black Thai families to 
begin planning next Mon­ 


day's flight to Des Moines. 
Iowa and an end to their 
refugee existence. They 
arrived last Wednesday 
from Thailand. 
“ Ever since they left 
U dorn 
A ir B ase 
in 
Thailand, they’ve known 
where they were going," 
said Colleen Shearer, head 
of the five-member Iowa 
delegation. 


The Thai Dam, a farm­ 
ing people, are called 
Black Thais because of 
their traditional long black 
costumes. Although known 
as Thais, most speak Lao 
and have never lived in 
Thailand until recently. 


For centuries, they lived 
in northern Indochina and 
later fought the Com- 


fell in 1954. They then fled 
south and east to Laos and 
anti-C om m unist South 
Vietnam. 
When those two govern­ 
ments collapsed before the 
Communists this year, the 
Black Thais fled again to 
Thailand. Some 2.000 of 
them are still in refugee 
camps there and Thai Dam 
leaders say the govern­ 
ment wants them out of the 
country at once. 
Mrs Shearer said Iowa 
state government took an 
interest in them when Jim 
Shill, a State Department 
employe from Sioux City. 
Iowa, contacted her and 
pleaded th a t they be 
brought to the United 
States in a body. 
Through interpreter Son- 


lowa resident, the delega­ 
tion discussed the upcom­ 
ing trip. 
After that, the delegation 
returned to its motel near 
the sprawling Marine base 
and began matching up the 
nam es of fam ilies with 
those on a prepared list of 
sponsors. 
The refugees will be 
flown to Des Moines and 
then bused by the National 
Guard to Camp Dodge, a 
Guard facility on the out­ 
skirts of the city. 
There, they will be met 
by volunteers and hot food. 
If all goes as planned, they 
will be m et by their spon­ 
sors the next day, she said.

In an energy message 
last January, President 
Ford said the government 
should promote develop­ 
ment of a synthetic fuels 
industry capable of pro­ 
ducing the equivalent of 
one million barrels of oil a 
day by 1985 through con­ 
version of shale to oil and 
coal to oil and gas. 
Briefing reporters on 
Monday, however, officials 
said an interagency task 
force will recommend an 
immediate start on a more 
limited program and wait 
to decide whether to pro­ 
ceed to the million-barrel 
level. 
Robert Seamans, head of 
the Energy Research and 
Development Administra­ 
tion. and William McCor­ 
mick. chief of science and 
energy technology at the 
Office of Management and 
Budget, said the a d ­ 
ministration is proposing 
to underw rite up to $6 
billion of private industry’s 
i n v e s t m e n t r i s k f or 
development of synthetic 
fuels. 
M cCormick said that 
would be the government s 
maximum risk in the un­ 
likely event that all of the 
projects failed.

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International watchdog agency to guard art treasures 


FLORENCE, Italy (AP) 
— Art experts from 20 
countries and represen­ 
tatives of the world's 
major religions are laying 
the groundwork for an in­ 
ternational watchdog 
agency to fight the theft 
and destruction of artistic 
treasures. 


The new agency is being % 
discussed at a four-day 
congress here, sponsored 
by the Italian government, 
the Vatican's Secretariat 
for Non-Christian Reli­ 
gions and Florence. 
The agency is expected 
to be affiliated with the 
United Nations. Its 


headquarters are to be in 
Florence and it will act as 
an international police 
headquarters and a clear­ 
ing house for information 
on the protection of 
museums and monu­ 
ments. art legislation and 
restoration techniques. 
It will establish an exten­ 


sive file of stolen works 
and of the world s most 
wanted art thieves. It will 
offer emergency teams to 
any interested country “ to 
repress the illegal circula­ 
tion of works of art.“ And 
it will act as a bank for the 
exchange of such informa­ 
tion as museum burglar 


alarm systems and in­ 
vestigatory techniques. 
“ For the first time we 
have gathered together the 
top exponents of Bud­ 
dhism. Islam, Judaism and 
top art experts to fight a 
common sickness — theft, 
degradation and neglect,” 
said Rodolfo Siviero. the 


Italian government's chief 
art detective. 
Speaker after speaker 
accused their governments 
of inaction, obsolete laws 
and not providing adequate 
funds for art preservation 
and protection. 
Alessandro Franchini 
Stappo of the University of 


Florence said about 10,000 
art works were stolen in 
Italy last year. 
Chiang Fu-tsung. direc­ 
tor of Taiwan's National 
Museum, complained of 
“ old temples flanked by 
modem architecture and 
pagodas standing amid 
electric lamp poles.“

sets before thinking up

King Hussein of Jordan 
has ordered 20 of the $790 
sets for Christmas gifts, 
according to Philippe 
Bigar. who is helping the 
baron launch the game at 
Saks Fifth Avenue's main 
New York store. 
Jordan doesn’t export 
oil, so it isn't one of the 27 
countries sprinkled over 
the playing board of 
Petropolis. which makes 
other games look like pen­ 
ny poker.

The proposal, calling for a valleywide distribution 
system that would deliver Northern California water to 
local communities, will be the only issue on the Nov 4 
h< j Hot 
The clash between the league unit and water officials is 
expected to reach a climax next Wednesday night when 
officials of the Pomona Valley Municipal Water District 
are scheduled to explain the project to the chapter at the 
Sycamore School auditorium in Claremont 
Although proponents of the measure call the system 
vital to the future existence of the valley, the women con­ 
tend the area could get along without it by using the pre­ 
sent svstem better. 
They charged that water officials were using misin­ 
formation and inflated figures on population projections 
to convince the public the system is needed, and that the 
real winners would be the land owners who could develop 
areas which have no water right now. 
But Stan Kawa, general manager of the PVMWD. 
which would build and operate the system, defended the 
proposal and charged that the Claremont chapter s op­ 
position was a “case example of the unit's inability to 
handle simple facts in their own community. 
He said the Claremont unit was the “only group in our 
area that was unable to participate in the many programs 
put out specifically for league studies . . . It is a shame 
the Claremont chapter has chosen to go to press without 
the benefit of their usual thoroughness and diligence 
Mrs Judy Wright, president of the Claremont chapter, 
admitted that her group has not attended a PVMWD 
presentation but said she was “not sure you have to go to

She pointed out that the East San Gabriel Valley 
chapter of the league attended such a program and still 
took an independent stand also against the water bond is- 


SU6.Mrs. Wright said her group considered the issue quite 
seriously before coming out against it. She said the main 
objections were that it would induce quick, rather than 
casual, growth of the valley to the detriment of the en­ 
vironment. and that the tax dollars could be used to better 
advantage to fight air pollution, expand public transporta­ 
tion and improve the educational system. 
But Charles S. Booth of Pomona, chairman of the 
Citizens for Adequate Water, questioned the competence 
of the league’s leaders. 
“The" Claremont Board is suggesting that intensive 
studies by the separate professional staffs of 16 local 
agencies are all incorrect.’’ he said. “It is unfortunate 
that the league's position is built on major factual errors 
and distortions ' 
And Kawa insisted that the valley couldn t get along for 
verv long without the additional water supply. He said the 
Northern California water would also be cheaper in the 
long run. as well as more healthy 
He said planning was based on information developed 
by the participating communities and planning profes­ 
sionals.

“Our projections are based on each community s up­ 
dated general plan, and on their future needs for water.” 
he explained “ Nobody is paying for someone else s 
needs, but everyone feels we must have water. That is 
why every community involved in the proposal has given 
its official endorsement to the project ” 
Money from the bond issue would build two distribution 
systems from Metropolitan Water District feeder lines. 
One would serve Claremont. Pomona. La Verne. San 
Dimas. Glendora and Covina and would cost about $16 
million; the other, serving Diamond Bar, Walnut and 
Rowland Heights, would cost $19 million 
The proposal needs a simple majority for passage. 


Plans to enlarge Garey 
High receive approval

schematic drawings for the expansion of Garey High 
School, earmarked $1 million in district bond money for 
the project and was told by the staff the new buildings 
could be ready for occupancy in 16 months. 
Faculty, students and parents from the area served by 
Garev High crowded the board room for the 90 minutes 
the project was discussed Eleven from the group addres- 
sed the board, urging approval of the plans to relieve 
overcrowded conditions at the school built for 1.200 and 
now accommodating 1.850.

That 90-minute portion of the school board meeting was 
video-taped by adult education students enrolled in the TV 
production class taught at Garey High 
The vote to accept the staff recommendation to approve 
the drawings, earmark $1 million for the project and 
direct Cashion-Horie Architects. Inc., to proceed with 
detailed planning was 4-0, with board member Gene 
Whitlock abstaining. 
There was a strong feeling among board members they 
should wait until the state management team now 
auditing the district makes its recommendations on 
building needs before proceeding. 
Acting Supt Sidney G Moses said he felt certain of a 
verbal report by Thursday and something in writing by 
Monday, but the initial draft of the complete report was 
not due until Dec. 1. 


A final report on the complete audit would not be 
available Moses said until Feb. 1. 1976 
Whitlock it appeared was the only one on the board who 
felt the project should be delayed until the state report 
was in hand. However, he would not vote against it.

A district policy change to con 
form with new state law on corporal 
punishm ent was approved by 
Cucamonga s Central school board 
Tuesday night. 
The state law allows for corporal 
punishment of a child only with 
parental consent. The previous 
policy of the district was for corporal 
punishment to be given only as final 
disciplinary measure, and the con­ 
sent of parents was not needed. 
Donald Sperry, district superinten­ 
dent, expressed the feeling that 
rather than send a note home to each 
parent requesting consent, school of­ 
ficials would set up a conference 
with the parents in the event that 
corporal punishment to their child is 
believed necessary 


The board approved several inter

Vietnamese refugees brought into 
Pomona to work as gardeners face 
serio u s h ea lth and econom ic 
problems unless something is done 
quickly, the Los Angeles County 
Board'of Supervisors was told Tues­ 
day. 
Robert W. Boyd, director of the 
county's Human Relations Commis­ 
sion. said that a group of Chinese­ 
speaking Vietnamese was reported 
living in “substandard apartments 
without adequate funds or medical 
care. 
Their conditions “equal share­ 
cropper concepts of the 1880s in the 
South,” said Boyd in response to 
questions from Supervisor Peter 
Schabarum 
The 200 in Pomona, plus 70 in Fon­ 
tana. were sponsored by the owner of 
a Garden Grove gardening business. 
Gerald Martin, who received a fixed 
fee of about $500 per refugee from 
the Tolstoy Foundation, a private 
agency authorized by the federal 
government to contract with spon­ 
sors. it was explained. 
Martin has paid the refugees some 
money and has given them some fur­ 
niture and attended to some health 
needs, but apparently it hasn't been 
adequate, said William Stubbs, coor­ 
dinator of the federal Interagency 
Task Force in a telephone interview 
from Camp Pendleton, prior home of 
the Martin-sponsored refugees 
“We've had a number of reports of 
breakdowns with host families, 
Stubbs said, “but this is a breakdown 
on a larger scale.” 
He added it “isn’t unusual” to find 
employers sponsoring refugees. 
“That sort of thing is not uncommon 
at all,” Stubbs said, adding that the 
federal D epartm ent of Health. 
Education and W elfare is in­ 
vestigating Martin's resettlement 
group 
Schabarum and Boyd both said 
they have received “ w orried 
communications” from Clarence R. 
.Webb, coordinator of the Pomona Of­ 
fice of Com m unity R elations, 
regarding the situation in Pomona. 
“I have tetters from the Pomona 
Valley Council of Churches and the 
Claremont Community Coalition 
registering a protest of moving a 
large number of Chinese-speaking 
Vietnamese into one substandard 
a p a rtm e n t complex in South 
Pomona,” said Boyd 
Complaints that the Pomona Red 
Cross Chapter had to be called in to 
handle emergency health problems 
at the apartment complex are being 
investigated, both federal and county 
officials said 
Martin s 
employment firm. 
Golden State Gardening Co expects 
to get back money paid to the 
refugees, said Boyd, who added that 
he sees a situation possibly develop­ 
ing in which employes, like the 
share-croppers of the Old South, 
could go deeper and deeper into debt 
as they worked each year 
Martin is paying minimum wage to 
the refugees for whom he provides 
employment Rents being charged on 


the Pomona apartments range from 
$150 to $180 a month. The refugee te­ 
nants also are expected to pay 
utilities. In most instances, more 
than one family occupies a single 
apartment. 
Boyd told the supervisors that an 
organization known as the Southern 
California Minorities Capital Corp.. 
owned by Martin and incorporated ip 
Oregon, has relocated between 400 
and 700 Southeast Asians 
T he San B e r n a r d i n o S ui t. 
meanwhile, hs re p o rted that 
refugees resettled in Fontana are 8 
“profitable business” for the Califor­ 
nia City Chamber of Commerce and 
sponsor Martin who arranged the 
chamber’s involvement. 
“Only $2.800 - for rent payment - 
was given outright to the refugees 
from a $35.000 federal grant.” the 
newspaper said 


120 Asian 
pupils in 
Pomona 


There are 120 Southeast Asian stu­ 
dents enrolled in Pomona's public 
schools, according to a report 
presented the school board by staff 
Tuesday. 
Of this total. 13 are in high schools. 
10 at Garev and three at Pomona; 15 
are in the junior high schools, five at 
Simons, seven at Palomares. one at 
Lorbeer and two at Emerson, and 92 
are in elementary svhools 
A breakdown on the elementary 
enrollment shows 42 at Alcott. three 
at Arroyo, five at Hamilton. 17 at 
Harrison, one at Madison, 12 at Phi­ 
ladelphia. one at San Jose and 11 at

In his written presentation to the

The 56-year-old leader 
has broken the equation 
that has governed Middle 
East politics for 20 years — 
that it was the Soviet 
Union and the A rabs 
versus the United States 
and Israel. 
In the process the presi­ 
dent of the Arab world's 
most populous country has 
become an international 
figure. He puts his stamp 
on this status with an of­ 
ficial visit to the United 
States starting Sunday, the 
first by an Egyptian head 
of state. 
On the way over he will 
call on President Valery 
Giscard d ’Estaing of 
France and then British 
Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson on the way home. 
Before the war Sadat rare­ 
ly ventured beyond Soviet 
bloc «>r Arab capitals. 
During his 11-day stay in 
the United States. Sadat 
will hold formal talks with 
P r e s i d e n t F o r d and 
Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger — or “my 
friend, H enry" as the 
Egyptian leader often 
refers to the man who 
negotiated two Israeli 
withdrawals from Egyp­ 
tian land. 
It is also possible Sadat 
will address a joint session 
of Congress, a rare honor 
not so far accorded an 
Israeli head of state or 
prime minister despite the 
Jewish state’s close ties 
with Washington. 
He also will speak to the 
U N. General Assembly in 
New York and visit 
Chicago and Flonda for 
more talks with Ford, and 
Houston. Tex. 
It's his second trip. In 
1966. as head of Egypt’s 
National Assembly, Sadat 
studied Congress, rrfbt the 
late President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, toured Cal­ 
ifornia. visited Disneyland 
and browsed in New York 
bookstores. 
The second Egyptian- 
Israeli troop disengage­ 
ment agreement in Sinai 
negotiated by Kissinger 
l^st summer cleared the 
Way for Sadat's official vis­ 
it. first proposed by former 
President Richard M. Nix­ 
on during his visit here in 
1974. It was put off in­ 
definitely when peace ef­ 
forts later bogged down. 
Sadat s lace-to-face en­ 
counter with President 
Ford in Salzburg. Austna. 
last June was a watershed 
that led to the latest accord 
after Kissinger s failure in 
March to obtain a similar 
settlement. 
Now after stabilizing the 
27-year-old Middle East 
crisis Sadat wants to main­ 
tain the momentum toward 
peace. 
In his talks with Ford. 
Sadat is expected to stress 
the necessity of getting 
negotiations between 
Israel and her other Arab 
neighbors moving. 
This would get him off 
the hook of radical Arab 
and Palestinian charges 
that he has sold out the 
Arab cause for a few miles 
of sand in Sinai. 
In addition. Sadat will be 
seeking $600 million to 1750 
million in aid for Egypt s 
war-battered economy He 
is trying to create an at­ 
mosphere of close U.S. 
cooperation to encourage 
the private investment he 
is convinced is the only 
hope to save Egypt 
For unless the economy 
is revived and the lot of a 
poor population of 37 
million growing by a 
million a year improves, 
the moderate Sadat could 
be toppled from power 
This would be a severe 
blow to U S policy because 
t h ro u g h 
him 
the 
Americans have estab­ 
lished a major presence in 
the Arab world 
In fact Sadat s policies 
have made it possible for 
such Arab radicals as Syna 
and Iran to begin behind 
the scenes dealings to 
acquire Western equip­ 
ment and technology to 
replace outmoded Soviet 
goods 
Sadat also is expected to 
bring up his oft-stated in­ 
t e r e s t 
in a c q u i r i n g 
American arms 
Some 
observers regard this as a 
tactic designed to focus 
American public attention 
on the inherent dangers of 
an arms race in the Middle 
East. 
In an interview recently. 
Sadat was asked if he 
would turn to the Soviet 


Union and s ee k the 
Scaleboard missile if the 
United States agreed to 
supply Israel Pershing 
missiles. He replied: 
“I have already taken a 
decision to diversify the 
sources of arms. If the 
devil himself is going to 
sell me arms I am going to 
purchase arms if I need to 
But let us hope that we 
shall look forward to peace 
more than armaments.’’ 
As part of assurances the 
United States has given 
Israel in the Sinai agree­ 
ment. the government has 
undertaken to study with 
Israel the possibility of 
providing Pershings — me­ 


dium range ground-to- 
ground missiles that have a 
nuclear carrying capacity 
Sadat has told Ford he 
will oppose any move to do 
this. 
Saudi Arabia and the 
conservative Persian Gulf 
oil states are helping him 
lessen his dependence on 
the Soviet Union for arms 
They have provided the 
money for a host of secret 
deals with B ritain and 
France in which Egypt is 
acquiring aircraft, tanks, 
h elico p ters and o th er 
equipment There also are 
plans to establish an Arab 
arm s industry in Egypt 
funded by the oil states. 


Arms were the root of 
Sadat’s troubles with the 
Soviet Union. 


It was after a series of

Lately a lot of people 
have been talking about 
farm er cooperatives — but 
some food industry lead­ 
ers feel that many of these 
people are not as know­ 
ledgeable as they might be 
about co-ops. 
One of these leaders is 
Kenneth D. Nade. presi­ 
dent of the National Coun­ 
cil of F arm er Coopera­ 
tives Naden wants co-ops 
to be recognized as key 
c o n t r i b u t o r s 
to 
th e 
strength of modem Ameri­ 
can agriculture, but he be­ 
lieves that many people 
will have to be educated 
about co-ops to achieve 
this recognition. 
“ During the past few 
years, the nation has been 
exposed to a wave of pub­ 
licity about farm er coop­ 
eratives — some of it dam­ 
aging, ” Naden said re­ 
cently. “ As a result, some 
peopie may have question­ 
able attitudes about co-ops, 
even though only a few of 
them actually understand 
what a co-op is and how it 
works. 
“ It’s true that today s 
food prices, along with ad­ 
verse publicity about a tew 
dairy cooperatives, have 
contributed to an image 
problem that farm ers and 
their cooperatives must 
deal with.’’ he added “ But 
co-ops have done tar more 
for the good of the country 
than they’re given credit 
for. I t ’s the sev erely 
limited knowledge and un­ 
derstanding that 
Ameri- ^ 
cans have of co-ops and co­ 
op activities that does the 
most damage 
Not Just Ordinary 
Corporations 
To Naden. the tendency 
of people to view a co-op as 
“ just another big corpora­ 
tion’’ is one of the worst 
m isconceptions coopera­ 
tives face today — and one 
that informed opinion can 
change. 


“ When people put c<w>ps 
into the sam e category 
with businesses like GM, 
Exxon or Borden s, they 
lose sight of the features 
that set co-ops apart from 
co n v entional 
c o rp o ra ­ 
tio n s .” N aden sta te d 
“ They overlook the fact 
that co-ops are self-help 
enterprises that help keep 
the independent family 
farm er in business 


“ We should all be con­ 
cerned about the fate of the 
family farm er,” Naden 
said. “ He has proven to be 
the most efficient produc­ 
er of food the world has 
ever seen If it weren t for 
that efficiency, we'd be 
paying a lot more for our 
food, and there’d be less 
food available 


“Coops are owmed and 
governed 
democratically 
bv farm ers them selves, 
not by a group of outside 
investors,” he continued. 
“ They’re non-profit o r­ 
ganizations that operate at 
cost , returns on capital in­ 
vested to establish a coop- 
era-tive are very limited 


The NCFC president also 
indicated that while farm- 
er-members do receive re­ 
funds proportionate to in­ 
dividual participation after 
expenses, 
their biggest 
benefits are those realized 
by working together in an 
organized manner to ful­ 
fill common needs 
The Future Isn’t Now 


What do farm ers get 
from co-op membership in 
place of high profits? A se­ 
cure market for their pro- 
dorts. according to Naden. 


“ For small farm ers, the 
phrase ‘the future is now 
is meaningless. 
Naden 
said. 
Because of the sue 
of their investm ents in 
land and machinery, they 
have to be able to plan 
their crops and herds long 
in advance — and hope that 
there’s a market for these 
items at harvest tune if 
they sell their products to 
non co-op food companies, 
thev can never be com­ 
pletely sure of a m arket, 
the company can «top hoy* 
ing and look elsewhere at 
any time, without warn­ 
ing 
“Co-ops provide a m ar­ 
ket where farm ers crops 
can be sold at tair prices 
vear after year.’ he con­ 
tinued 
’’They give the 
farm er a hedge for his in­ 
vestments. And they go a 
long wav toward giving 
him the kind of -job secur­ 
ity’ that people in olhtr 
walks ol hie take for grant­ 
ed." 
Naden feels that by giv­ 
ing farm ers the chance to 
establish sound, durable 
operations, co-ops have 
been a big factor in main 


for a product. This, he 
feels, makes them strong 
marketplace competitors. 
“ Because farm er coop­ 
eratives operate at cost, 
they often sacrifice some 
short-term advantages.” 
Naden explained. “That s 
why prices for co-op pro­ 
ducts tend to be m ore 
stable than similar pro­ 
ducts from private com­ 
panies. 
By m aintaining 
higher quality and offer­ 
ing more stable prices, co­ 
ops try to keep customers 
satisfied and willing to 
come back for more. 
“Other food companies 


don't always share this 
long-term view of food 
m a r k e t s , ” he added. 
“They often enter and exit 
m arkets at will, and some­ 
times set prices so high 
that the public just won’t 
buy a particular food pro­ 
duct. This can destroy a 
market. It can leave farm 
ers without a place to sell 
their products 
The co-op presence m 
food markets is. in Na­ 
den’s opinion, good for both 
farm ers and consumers. It 
has a stabilizing influence 
on prices, and by stimulat­ 
ing competition, it forces 


all good businesses to pro­ 
vide a steady flow of top- 
quality products. While 
this isn’t a cure-all for su­ 
p e r m a r k e t i n f l a t i o n . 
Naden feels that it helps 
ease the pain in shoppers' 
pocketbooks 
The Right to Serve 
America 
In closing. Naden reaf­ 
firmed his belief in the 
right of farm er coopera­ 
tives to serve America as 
they have in the past 
and 
told why this right should 
be preserved. 
“ Farm er 
cooperatives 
record of service to the na- 


tion and their long-stand­ 
ing tradition of searching 
for wavs to improve their 
service far outweigh the 
mistakes of a few cooper­ 
atives,” he said. “The evi­ 
dence indicates that Amer­ 
ica would have less food at 
lower quality and higher 
prices if co-ops hadn t 
made it easier for family 
farm ers to stay in busi­ 
ness. 
“ For this reason, co-ops 
deserve the right to con­ 
tinue serving America. 
Service to both farmers 
and consumers is what co­ 
ops are all about.’

A 
significant part of the 
“ buy” is in the refreshing 
taste and important nutri­ 
tion these fruits supply 
Four servings of fruits and 
vegetables, one of the 
Basic Four food groups, 
are required daily for a 
healthful diet. 
The pear is a fruit that 
tastes better when not 
ripened on the tree. The 
sugar content increases 
after picking as starch con­ 
verts to sugar for finer 
fla v o r and sm oother 
texture—the soft, melting 
flesh that gave pears the 
nickname “ butter fruit 
way back in the 1700s. 
As everyone knows, 
bananas are shipped green 
and then ripened here in 
specially controlled ripen­ 
ing rooms. Even when 
eaten in the to p ics, 


bananas are ripened off the 
“ tree.” The banana plant 
isn't really a tree at all; 
it’s an herb. 
The United Fresh Fruit 
and Vegetable Association 
gives these tips for fresh 
fruit at its best. Scars or 
minor surface blemishes 
don't affect a pear’s inner 
delicacy. Green bananas 
become less firm and 
develop a fruity aroma as 
they ripen, how ripe a 
banana should be is a mat­ 
ter of individual taste. 
Som e lik e all- yello w 
bananas best: some prefer 
the brown-flecked stage. 
To ripen pears or bananas, 
let them stand at room 
temperature. A pear is 
ready eating when it res­ 
ponds readily to gentle 
pressure. Bananas can be 
kept in the refrigerator for 
several days after they 
have ripened to the stage 
you like. The skin will turn 
dark but the inside will be 
luscious. 
For baking or cooking, 
pears should be slightly 
under-ripe and firm. Pear

And the 
children must have loved 
the popcorn balls which the 
Indians taught them how to 
make — for popcorn was a 
true Indian invention! 
The modern homemaker 
has an electric oven, but 
the P ilg r im s cooked 
everything in the open. And 
if you think you’re harried, 
there were" only five 
Pilgrim women to cook for 
the men and their ravenous 


“ savage” friends! Of 
course, there were no dis­ 
hes to do afterward 
The modern pumpkin pie 
is a result of several cen­ 
turies of evolution. Pom- 
pion, as it was called, was 
cultivated in England and 
the first "pumpkin pie 
was actually apple pie in a 
pumpkin shell. The British 
housewife cut a hole in the 
side of the pumpkin, ex­ 
tracted the seeds and 
fibers and filled the cavity 
with apples. Then she 
baked it. L a te r, the 
pumpkin pie was made 
from a recipe for English 


apple pie. But eventually 
the modern, light and 
delicious pumpkin pie was 
born. 
Here is a traditional 
recipe for pumpkin pie 
translated into tarts — 
perfect if your Thanksgiv­ 
ing includes s e v e ra l 
children.

U S D A ’ s Agr icult ural 
Marketing Service (AMS), 
the revised standards are 
essentially same as those 
proposed in the June 4 
Federal Register. The 
changes in the standards . 
—Increase from 6 to 7 
the number of wrapper 
leaves permitted in “ fairly 
well trimmed’’ lettuce. 
Lettuce must be “ fairly 
well trimmed” to qualify 
as U.S. No. 1. The revised 
standards also contain a 
black and white sketch to 
illustrate wrapper leaves 
— those leaves which do 
not closely enfold the head. 


—Establish a trimming 
requirement for the U.S. 
No. 2 grade. Lettuce 
meeting this grade is 
required to be “ reasonably 
trimmed” — this allows 12 
wrapper leaves. 
-Delete the U.S. Com­ 
m e r c i a l 
g r a d e . 
Eliminating this grade is 
consistent with the Fruit 
and Vegetable Division’s 
interest in making grade 
nomenclature more un­ 
iform. In the revised stan­ 
dards, the grades for let­ 
tuce are.U S. Fancy, U.S. 
No. 1, and U.S. No. 2. 
—Limit the number of 
soft heads — those that are 


easily compressed and 
spongy — to 5 per cent of 
the total tolerance for 
defects. 
—Eliminate pre-cooling 
as an exclusive require­ 
ment for U.S. Fancy and 
establish it as an option; 
this allows all grades of 
lettuce in producing areas 
to be certified as pre­ 
cooled if the lettuce 
r e a c h e s 
a 
cor e 
temperature of 36 degrees 
before it is loaded for ship­ 
ment or storage. 
In addition to these 
changes, the revision 
deletes weight as a 
requirement in the “ stan­ 


dard pack” section and es­ 
tablishes a new section 
defining 
“ s t a n d a r d 
weight.” Use of either of 
these sections is optional. 
The 
r e v i si on 
wa s 
published in the Oct. 7 
Federal Register. Copies 
may be obtained from the 
Fruit and Vegetable Divi­ 
sion, AMS, U S Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, 
Washington, D C. 20250 
AMS establishes quality 
standards and provides of­ 
ficial grading for many 
food and farm products^ 
Use of the standards and 
grading service is volun­ 
tary.

Growers 
get more 
for pork 


SIOUX CITY, Iowa (AP) 
— Consumers should ex­ 
pect the price of pork to re­ 
main high At least through 
the end of the year because 
of record slaughterhouse 
prices currently being paid 
throughout the Midwest, a 
federal live*tock expert 
¿ays 
“Hog prices will be high 
until at least the first oi the 
year — longer if the 
producers don’t come back 
into the m arket.” said 
Sheldon Reese, director of 
the U.S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture’s Market News 
Service. 
And he »aid rising 
slaughterhouse prices will 
be passed along to con­ 
sumera. 
The c u r re n t record 
prices are a reaction to low 
prices a year ago, Reese 
said. 
“ Hogs got too cheap. 
They were selling in the 20s 
and 30s (dollars! and were 
a losing proposition. Grain 
was too high, and hogs 
were too cheap. When you 
lose 150 to $190 a head, you 
don’t stay in too long ’’ 
He said the number of 
hogs being slaughtered 
nationally is running about 
25 per cent below normal 
this year 
• You take a quarter of 
the supply of anything 
away - hogs, sugar, gas­ 
oline - and the price in­ 
creases along with the 
demand.” he said. 
Record prices were 
reported at all major 
Midwest livestock markets 
on Tuesday — the highest 
$66.50 per hundred pounds 
at Joliet. Ul. 
"So far as I know it s a 
record price for butcher 
hogs in these United 
States, and it will go 
higher." said Harlan Bane, 
president of the Joliet 
Stockyards 
Records were also set in 
Peoria. H t. $**; E l* St. 
Louis, lit, $95 5 0 . South St. 
Paul, Minn.. $85‘. Omaha, 
Neb.. $64.75; St. Joseph. 
Mo . $8450, and Sioux City, 
$64 25

“ 1 wouldn’t be surprised 
to see that It will be well 
into the fall of M76 before 
pork prices come down, 
Bane said 
In the most recent At 
Marketbasket survey of 
prices in supermarkets in 
13 cities, the price of pork 
went up in four cRies, 
down in three cities, re­ 
mained unchanged in live 
cities and was unavailable 
m one city between the 
August and Septem ber 
checks.

Hairston 
on waivers 
LOS ANGELES (API - Happy 
Hairston, an 11-year veteran who 
became one of the most prolific 
rebounders in the National Basket­ 
ball Association, has been put on 
waivers by the Los Angeles Leakers 
The move Tuesday came as a sur­ 
prise to many since Hairston. 33. had 
been a starter with the Lakers since 
he was acquired 5‘ z years ago and 
had played in all of their preseasoiv 
games this year. 
Hairston said. "I'm surprised but 
not shocked. The Lakers have been 
very nice to me and I have nothing 
but gracious things to say about 
them. 
. 
. 
“Coach Bill Sharman told me I 
was making a lot of money and they 
wanted to go with younger players 
He said he hated to do it. 
Hairston added. "1 don t have any 
complaints. Basketball s been great 
to me.” 
The 6-foot-7 Hairston has two 1.000 
rebound seasons to his credit. 1971-72 
when he helped the Lakers to the 
NBA title, and 1973-74. He was the 
No 6 rebounder in the league last 
season, averaging 12 8 a game, and 
also averaged 10.3 points a game 
scoring 
Hairston was a fourth round draft 
pick out of New Vork University by 
Cincinnati in 1964 and after three 
seasons with the Royals was traded 
to Detroit. 
He came to the Lakers in 1969 trom 
the Pistons for forward Bill Hewitt, 
cash and a draft choice 
His first season in Los Angeles was 
his career best as a scorer 
He 
averaged 18 6 points a game 
Overall in 11 years Hairston 
averaged 14 8 points a game and 10.3 
rebounds but his scoring has fallen 
off in the last couple of seasons 
Two relative newcomers. Cazzie 
Russell and Corky Calhoun, remain 
as the prime forwards for Los 
Angeles. Russell was signed as a fret» 
agent after playing out his option 
with Golden State but missed much 
of last season after surgery and 
Calhoun was acquired during the 
season from Phoenix. 
The Lakers open the season Thurs­ 
day at New York and without 
Hairston the 1975-76 team will have a 
starting lineup without any of the 
people who were in the opening day 
lineup last year 
Kareem Abdul-Jabbar is now at 
center instead of Elmore Smith, the 
starting forwards will be different 
and at guard Lucius Allen joined the 
L a k e rs after the start of last season 
and star Gail Goodrich is currently 
holding out. 
Besides announcing Hairston had 
been put on waivers, the Lakers also 
said forward Kermit Washington and 
guard Stu Lantz had been placed on 
the injured list Washington is ex

This year’s team has 
won its first five games 
and is now 3-0 in league 
contests. But the Mus­ 
tangs will risk their per­ 
fect record Friday night at 
Mt. San Antonio College 
when they meet undefeat­ 
ed Royal Oak. the top- 
ranked team In this week’s 
C IF 2-A poll.

1 offensive team with an 
average of 23 points per 
game and also ranks se­ 
cond in defense at four 
points per outing. 
But Ken Gunn, in his se-

“ We haven’t played the 
good teams yet.’’ Gunn ob­ 
served frankly, adding that 
a comparison might be 
more valid once the Mus­ 
tangs have had a look at 
Rovai Oak. Bonita and San 
Dimas. Those three teams 
have a collective Hacien­ 
da League record of 7-2, 
while the three teams that 
Walnut has strongarmed so 
far in league play are col­ 
lectively 1-8.

So far this season, the 
Romans don’t boast quite 
the scoring statistics the 
Mustangs do, but they’re 
verv close.

And the Ro­ 
mans have already faced 
one of those top teams to 
which Gunn refers — they 
nipped San Dimas Satur­ 
day. 12-9 
“ They have sort of an 
advantage, because they 


beat a tough team last 
week,” Gunn said. "But 
then it s probably to our 
advantage that we had an 
easy game last week (47-7 
over Gladstone) and could 
go with a lot of reserve 
plavers.

National Basketball As­ 
sociation Tuesday adopted 
a rule limiting the jump 
ball and tabled a rec­ 
ommendation of hiring a 
third official to work 
league games.

O'Brien, took no action on 
the American Basketball 
Association's desire to 
merge with the NBA.

The ABA on Monday 
dropped 
its Baltimore 
franchise and moved to 
have the remaining nine 
franchises join the estab­ 
lished NBA. 
The NBA said in a state­ 
ment concerning a third of­ 
ficial that “ although the 
owners recognized the im­ 
proved coverage that three 
officials bring to the game, 
the overriding 
factors 
were the existing operation 
costs for the NBA and 
member clubs, especially 
litigation expenses.

The question of honor 
was to be decided tonight 
in one of the feature attrac- 
tions of the V II Pan 
American Games: 
the 
Americans vs. the Cubans 
in basketball. A victory 
would all but automatical­ 
ly give iKe 
a 
medal in the sport at these 
quadrennial W estern 
Hemisphere games—a cer­ 
tain morale booster. 
The U.S. prestige in 
basketball has dropped in 
recent years with defeats 
in the 1971 Pan Am Games, 
the 1972 Olympics, and last 
y e a r’s w orld ch am ­ 
pionships 
A handful of important 
finals were scheduled to­ 
day in other sports here, 
including swimming where 
the U.S. teams continue to 
rewrite the Pan Am record 
books 
But the pivotal 
basketball game had the 
spotlight. 
“ We still have a chance 
to win the gold medal if we 
lose to the Cubans, 
Heathcote said. ‘‘They’ve 
lost to Puerto Rico and 
may still lose to Brazil. 


“ But I think winning the 
gold medal in the Pan 
American Games with a 
defeat is certainly not 
much of a great deal.” 
The undefeated Ameri­ 
cans could also have a tough 
time Thursday with the un­ 
likely threat of the Virgin Isr 
lands. Due to a scheduling 
change, the U.S. must play 
the tiny island team at 9 
a.m. — barely 12 hours after 
what should be an exhaust­ 
ing. punishing game with 
Cuba.
